IS NOT TESTED 


State Veterinarian is Waging Cam­ 


paign Against Kind That 


Is Not Approved 


A CASE 
IN 
POINT 
IS 
CITED 


Farmers Own Fault if They Are so 


Gullible Because They Should 


Know 
Better 


The sftate veterinary department 
is wa ring a campaign against 
the 
use of hog cholera serum that 
has 
not been tested and approved by the 
department 
and 
is attempting 
to 
warn the farmers against the use of 
this kind of serum. 


I)r. A. F. Nel son, state veterinar­ 
ian, s 
especially opposed 
to the 
Slater Serum company. 
He 
claims 
that fanners 
are 
using 
this and 
other serums despite warnings. Un­ 
der the date of August 16, Dr. Nel­ 
son has written to local veterinar­ 
ians explaining the situation. 
The letter 
of Dr. A. F. Nelson, 
state veterinarian, is as follows: 
“Referring to your inquiry of this 
date in regard to the Slater Serum 
Company, will 
say 
that their pro­ 
duct has not been 
tested and ap­ 
proved by 
the Veterinary 
Depart­ 
ment of Purdue University in fact, 
ibis company Iras made no effort to 
comply with the Indiana law. 


“Dr. Harvev 
J. Slater 
has been 
active :n the 
locality 
of -Hartford 
City, where 
I understand he once 
resided. 
He placed an ‘ad’ in 
the 
papers saying that he could immun­ 
ize any hog weighing from fifty to 
one hundred pounds, for seyenty-two 
(72c*) cents and treat with serum 
alone for forty-two (42c) cents. In 
one place 
in the article 
he stated 
that the I nited 
States government 
allowed them to give a dosage 
of 
twenty c. c. dosage to a one hundred 
pound hog. 
It seems to me that the 
fanner ought not to he so gullible 
and swallow his statements, as he is 
charging seventy-two cents when he 
is immunizing hogs by the simultan­ 
eous method, 
showing 
that he has 
no belief in his own statement that 
he can immunize 
with 
twenty c. e. 
of serum. 
It he could, why does he 
charge such a high price? 
I under­ 
stand this company 
is 
connected 
with the Interstate Serum company, 
of which Ed. Wigglesworth is mana­ 
ger.”

“If the farmers 
in that 
locality 
with to take up with 
the 
company 
doing this kind of business, that is 
up to them. 
Purdue University and 
this department 
have 
tried 
to in­ 
form the 
farmer in regard to per­ 
sons who are violating the law and 
who are claiming to immunize hogs 
with a very small amount of serum, 
which 
invariably 
results in either 
lack 
of 
immunity 
or trouble, but 
since the farmers continue to believe 
persons, whose sole interest is 
to 
sell scrum and do not rate for ad­ 
vice or help from this department or 
Purdue University, I do not know 
how I am able to be of any assist­ 


ance.. In order to accomplish any­ 
thing the 
iarmers 
must at 
least 
.have some confidence in the authori­ 
ties who are trying to protect their 
interests. 
We have had 
the 
same 


experience with A. D. Spurlin, 
the 


only person within this state 
who 
totally disregards the law.”

Executives Assert President is Ar­ 


bitrarily Trying to Force it 


Down Their Throats 


( By United Press.') 
Washington, August 18—A nation 
wide strike tieing up all railroads of 
tlie i;i untry again loomed up 
this 
afternoon. Thirty-one railway pres­ 
idents left 
tlie white house 
deter­ 
mined, they said, 
not to accept 
a 
proposal 
by President Wilson 
in­ 
tended to avert such a national cal­ 
amity. 


Fifteen 
minutes 
later 
the 640 
representatives 
of 
the 
railroad 
workers announced 
they had voted 
to accept the proposal. 
The 
executives 
-conitended—with 
bitterness—that the president is ar- 
bitearilv 
trying to force down 
the 
throats of the railroads an 8-hour 
working day before the feasibility of 
it> application to railroad operation 
has been investigated. 
“When a railroad attempts to in­ 
crease its rates,” one official said, 
“it must first show good and sufficient 
cnu~-e and subject 
itself to a thor­ 
ough investigation. 
Why it is not 
that a railroad is entitled to show 
cause why it should increase 
its 
salaries to employes 
before having 
to pay it - employes.” 


President Wilson was asked today 
bv the heads of the railway broth- 
•

W 
erhoods to modify the proposal he 
submitted to tlie (>40 members 
of 
tin1 general committee as a basis for 
settleivmt of their dispute with the 
railro . * 
The request was 
made 
through Judge Chamber of the fed­ 
eral board of mediation and concili­ 
ation. 
It is understood 
to suggest 
that the President fix some method 
whereby there could be no excessive 
overtime 
with 
the 
8-hour 
day 
scheme. 


The railway, wage 
conflict—with 
the threat“ of a general strike hang­ 
ing over all proceedings—appeared 
likely to come to a head before 
the 
day ended. 
With favorable action by the 640 
representatives 
of 
the 
railroad 
brotherhoods, forecasts as they met 
to vote on President Wilson’s basis 
of settlement, greater 
interest'cen­ 
tered ih (lie attitude of the railway 
presidents. 


The railroad heads were slow 
in 
arriving in Washington and the con­ 
ference 
w i tlv 
President 
Wilson 
scheduled' for 11:30 was postponed 
until 2 o'clock this afternoon. 
It was evident today that the rail­ 
road presidents 
were 
in a hostile 
mood. 
That they would support the 
position 
of tlie managers 
who de­ 
clined to accede 
to the president’s 
proposal of an H-hour 
day 
basis 
settlement was freely predicted. 


What will be the next step should 
the president fail to gain agreement 
of the railroad heads to his proposal 
was unknown. 
Tlie president was 
up early 
this morning 
working on 
the appeal he will make to the rail­ 
road heads. 
The regular 
cabinet 
meeting was called off and no v i s i ­ 
tors were admitted.

leverish boom conditions found

other states. Any Indiana" working 
man will make money in the long run 
by staying in the state.
